The historic news flash, "First 
Allied landings in Western Europe 
have started," sent over the tele- 
types of the Overseas Branch of the 
Office of War Information, at 3:43 
a.m., Tuesday, June 6, was part of 
the second, or actual combat phase 
of psychological warfare being 
waged directly under Supreme 
Headquarters Allied Expeditionary 
Forces. The first phase of psy- 
chological warfare was the strategic 
or preparatory phase — the soften- 
h)g-up-duri ng which the Americans 
and the British bombarded the en- 
emy and occupied countries with 
leaflets designed to undermine en- 
emy morale and bolster the morale 
of the enslaved peoples. Germany, 
France, Belgium, Holland and Nor- 
way have been receiving miniature 
newspapers with a combined cir- 
culation of almost 16 million. Part 
of the present combat phase will 
be carried on by Psychological War- 
fare Branch combat teams who will 
be equipped with portable printing 
presses and radio equipment to keep 
the local population in liberated 
areas informed as to the progress 
of the war and to give in the local 
language the 'regulations of the 
military command.

Segregated Contamination 

It is indeed a* strange phenome-

. Romas Mann's latest novel, "Joseph the Provider," the July 
Book-of-the-Month Club selection, marks the end of a monumental 
undertaking by this celebrated author. 

Back in 192d, an artist in Munich, 
where Mann was then living, asked him 
to write an introduction to a portfolio of 
illustrations depicting the story of Joseph, 
the son of Jacob.

Mr. Mann also retells here the biblical 
storv of how Joseph's brothers came down into Egypt, and how Joseph 
finally revealed himself to them in one of the most famous recognition 
scenes in literature.

SNAKE-BITE 

"The rattle snake, the copper- 
head, and the cotton-mouth mocca- 
sin perhaps are the most poisonous 
snakes found in Virginia. The two 
former are to be found in the moun- 
tainous areas, while the latter is 
more likely to frequent streams, 
swamps and marshlands. Woods- 
men and field workers are well ac- 
quainted with the appearance of 
these various reptiles, and are on 
the alert to protect themselves 
against the possibility of being bit- 
ten. It would be prudent for the ur- 
ban dweller seeking recreation in 
field, woods or stream to realize 
this potential hazard and take due 
precautions against it," states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"Of course, there is no need for 
anyone seeking pleasure away from 
habitations to develop an undue 
fear of snakes. In the first place, 
poisonous snakes are not as num- 
erous as many people believe. In 
the second place, reasonable pro- 
dence plus proper clothing usually 
will be all the protection required.

Fertiftser Dm Net Take Place 
of Manure 

Blacksburg — Commercial ferti- 
liser cannot take the place of man- 
ure in managing a garden, says L. 
B. Dietrick, Extension vegetable 
gardening specialist at V.P.I. 

Of coarse, plant food in the form 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash 
can be purchased more cheaply in 
the form of commercial fertilizer 
than manure. Manure does contain 
a good amount of this plant food — 
but the chief reason for applying 
manure is not for its value as a 
source of plant food. 

Manure should be used primarily 
as a soil conditioner, Dietrick ex- 
palins. It increases the organic or 
humus content of the soil — which 
actually improves the physical con- 
dition, increases the moisture hold- 
ing capacity, and, in addition, adds 
some plant food. 

Invasion Cuts Civilian Supplies 
Recent shortage of many civilian 
supplies may be attributed to mili- 
tary demands of the forces of liber- 
ation. Examples are radio tubes 
and parts, gasoline and oil. In 
spite of a radio manufacturing out- 
put over 10 times as great as pre- 
war, military demands. for radio 
tubes and repair parts have in- 
creased. This explains why civil- 
ians are finding it hard to get these 
items, the War Production Board 
says. Every military plane has 
radio equipment, some as much as 
$100,000 worth each. Ships, tanks 
and other mobile equipment also 
use radio equipment. A five-month 
supply of 100-octane aviation gaso- 
lnie is required for each of the 11,- 
000 planes backing up Allied libera- 
tion forces, the Petroleum Admin- 
istration for War reports. Heavy 
and imperative demands for oil by 
"A General Eisenhower as early as last 
winter almost made New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia the first 
indirect invasion casualties. In- 
creased production by East Coast 
refineries, the "Big Inch," and 
"Little Big Inch" pipelines, and 
emergency deliveries helped avert 
civilian shortages of oil and gas 
in the East.

First American Shuttle Mission 
to Russia 

A task force of flying and ground 
personnel from the 15th Air Force 
recently returned from a ten day 
stay at an American base in Rus- 
sia. The historic visit of the Ameri- 
can airmen marks the first shuttle 
mission to the Soviet. 

Leaving their Italian bases on 
June 2, the B-17 Flying Fortresses 
attacked a railroad yard and junc- 
tion at Debresczen, Hungary, and 
then continued on to an undisclosed 
American base in Russia. Operating 
from the Soviet Union, the Ameri- 
can Fortresses and their Mustang 
fighter escort attacked an airdrome 
near Galatz, Roumania. On June 
11 they attacked the airfield at 
Focsania, near Budapest, on their 
return to Italy. 

Even more important that the 
three successful missions was the 
close understanding between the 
two allied nations made possible by 
the coordinated operations in Rus- 
sia when typical Americans met 
and worked with typical Russians. 
Pilots compared tactical notes and 
discussed performances of air- 
planes, ground crews exchanged 
servicing suggestions, while Lieut. 
General Ira C. Eaker, commanding 
general of the Mediterranean Allied 
Air Force, and other AAF officials 
met with officers of the Russian Air 
Force.

Milk Cans Now 
Available 

Blaeksburg, Va. — ■ Rationing of 
milk cans was discontinued July 1, 
which means that farmers and 
dairies may purchase new cans 
for handling milk and milk products 
without obtaining purchase certifi- 
cates from the county farm ration- 
ing committee, the State AAA Of- 
fice announced. 

The new milk can order provides 
for planned distribution of large 
cans by manufacturers and re- 
quires them to hold a specified 
number in reserve for emergencies, 
and prohibits the transfer of cans 
for uses other than the handling of 
milk or milk products exeept when 
authorized by the director of the 
Office of Materials and Facilities of 
the War Food Administration. The 
order does not eliminate control of 
manufacturers' distributions of any 
cans having capacities of 20, "2 
and 40 quarts. 

The AAA said that these mea- 
sures are believed sufficient to 
assure orderly and equitable dis- 
tribution. Materials have been allot- 
ed by the War Production Board, 



The "out-of-bounds" order issued 
on June 28, barring service person- 
nel from Virginia Beach because 
of an acute water shortage, has 
been lifted and until further notice 
men in uniform from Norfolk and 
elsewhere may visit the Beach, ac- 
cording to orders issued by Rear 
Adm. David LeBreton, commandant 
of the Fifth Naval District. 

There should be no further 
trouble on the line as work is be- 
ing rushed on the new 20 inch line 
to supplement the water flow of the 
line now in operation. Work is also 
now being rushed on the cross-town 
30 inch pipeline connecting Moores 
Bridges pumping station, which 
now supplies the Virginia Beach 
line, and the 37th Street pumping 
station, which receives its supply 
from Norfolk's principal reservoir 
at Lake Prince. 

With economical use of the water 
by all concerned there should be lit- 
tle necessity for reimposing the 
"out-of-bounds" restrictions

New Service ' 

WE HAVE today on the wait- 
ing list for Virginia about 
21,500 applications for home tele- 
phone service. Some of these are 
many months old. 

The reason for this is a wartime 
shortage of telephone equipment, 
the manufacture of which, for civil- 
ian use, was practically suspended 
Jate in 1942 * 

Plainly stated, the chances of fill- 
ing an order depend on (1) the dis- 
connections of present services which 
release facilities that are promptly 
reused; (2) the demands for war and 
essential civilian services which 
cannot wait. 

While a considerable number of 
older applications will be filled dur- 
ing the year, it is not possible to pre- 
dict when any given service can be 
installed. Until conditions change, 
the waiting period for those who 
apply now will be long. 

But we promise this: No applica- 
tion will be forgotten and all will be 
filled in their proper turn as facilities 
permit. 

// You Are Planning to Move 

So far, it has been possible to move 
many services from one address to 
another within the same town, but it 
does not follow that we can do it in 
all cases, so we suggest you call our 
business office if you are planning to 
move and if your need for a tele- 
phone might affect your plans. 



Extension Telephones 

SOME, for whom we have moved 
service, have learned that we 
could not give them the extension 
telephone they had at their old ad- 
dress. This is because of the Govern- 
jment order — a fair one under the 
circumstances — that only one instru- 
ment may be connected in a home. 
The purpose is to spread the use of 
existing instruments at a time when 
new ones are not being made for 
civilian use. 

SPEAKING for all telephone peo- 
ple, we don't like to sav "No" or 
"We don't know when." We think 
we understand your disappointment 
when, moving into a new place, yau 
find the previous tenant's instrument 
must be put back into the "pool" to 
fill an order ahead of yours, or when 
you ask how long you m~y Juvs li 
wait, we arc unable to toll yy-.

4-H CLUB HONORS

In 1909 Mr. Farrar organized 
the first 4-H Club work in Virginia, 
enrolling 100 boys in corn club 
work in Dinwiddie and Chtester- 
field Counties. The instruction given 
these boys was so good and the 
work done by them so thorough 
that they made an average of 65 
bushels of corn per acre on farms 
where the average production had 
been only 17 bushels per acre. This 
was the beginning of club work 
with rural boys and girls in Vir- 
ginia and the work has developed 
to approximately 1,500 community 
4-H clubs with more than 40,000 
members conducting projects in al- 
most every phase of agriculture 
and home economics. 

Mr. Farrar is known throughout 
Virginia as the Father of 4-H Club 
work. It is significant that he was 
the first to enroll 4-H club members 
in Virginia and that his Jast work 
as district agent, a few hours be- 
fore his death, was attending an ex- 
tension meeting where he helped 
plan the 4-H program for his 
territory. 

Mr. Farrar was always recog- 
nized as an outstanding agricul- 
tural leader. His high ideals, and 
his moral and religious standards 
have left an imprint on the lives of 
his associates in the Extension Ser- 
vice, the rural people of Southside 
Virginia, and the boys and girls in 
4-H Club work. Few people have 
contributed more to the develop- 
ment of agriculture and rural life 
than this distinguished Virginian. 
His high standards, his capable 
leadership, and his lovable nature 
endeared him to the hearts of the 
4-H Club members and led them 
to honor him by naming this ship 
for him. As this -ship is christened 
and rides the waves, may it ever 
carry with it the spirit of the man 
whose name it bears in its mission 
of rendering service to humanity.

Milkweed pods will be collected 
in 38 states this year in order to 
provide milkweed floss for life 
jackets and aviators suits with a 
view*-te replacing the kapok for- 
merly used. Kapok is now con- 
trolled by the Japanese. 

Schools, 4-H Clubs, boys' and 
g i r 1 s' organization, educational 
groups and State and County War 
Boards are cooperating in the col- 
lection of milkweed pods. 

Enough milkweed floss for 50 
life jackets was turned in last year 
by students in an Indian school in 
northwest Utah. 

Enough milkweed floss to supply 
a life jacket for every man and 
woman from the community who 
had entered the armed forces was 
the goal of one Michigan school 
last year. The children surpassed 
their goal. 

The Government hopes to get a 
peak milkweed pod harvest from 
milkweed along roads and high- 
ways. The Public Roads Admini- 
stration asked State and County 
highway commissioners to let milk- 
weed grow until the pods are pick- 
ed in order to get floss for needed 
life jackets. 

It takes at least 800 pounds of 
milkweed pods to make a pound of 
milkweed floss. 

In addition to its use in life jac- 
kets and aviators' suits, milkweed 
floss is used for thermal and ac- 
coustical insulation for aircraft.

» 'David Hinshaw in his recent 
article published in The New York 
Times Sunday Magazine catalogues 
platforms as "merely historical 
documents." He says that they do 
hot represent bad faith on the part 
of the major parties and the candi 
dates, but collectively these polit- 
ical platforms may be best classi- 
fied as "mosaics designed by prac- 
tical political experts to give the 
least offense to any vocal group of 
■voters while at the same time they 
attempt to win the support of 
ether large voter groups or hold 
their party members in line." 
Nevertheless, he finds that most 
party platform-makers do too 
much "pussyfooting through a 
maze of issues," and use too many 
"weasel words" in stating the party 
issues. 

A. casual examination of the pre- 
sent Republican platform does not 
indicate that it is intended to be 
the last word in regard to Western 
hemisphere relations, post-war or 
domestic policies, security, labor, 
the tariff, relations between busi- 
ness and industry, taxation 
other problems and issues. 

As a matter of fact, the plat- 
forms of the Democratic party in 
the last 12 years haven't furnished 
as much as an index to the system 
of government which followed 
through three terms. 

In his very interesting review of 
party platforms Mr. Hinshaw finds 
that any political philosopher who 
will take the trouble to examine 
platforms of political parties, for 
the past 100 years win reach the 
conclusion that "these works of crur 
forebears seem like a graveyard of 
dead issues." Apparently they all

persecution are denials of the 
Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of man in which— no matter 
what their creed— they all believe. 
They are not divided by creed. They 
are not separated by class, or na- 
tional background. They are just 
our boys fighting for us and for 
our way of life— that creed of de- 
mocracy which holds that all men 
are created equal and are endowed 
by their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights— to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

They are giving their all— their 
futures, "their hopes, their dreams, 
their lives. Those who come back 
will not be the same for they will 
have passed through the refiner's 
fire. They will have become so 
accustomd to death, that it will be 
hard for them to face life. They 
will have laid their youth as a 
sacrifice upon the altar. 

It is for us rather who remain 
at home to see that that sacrifice 
is not in vain— that beyond the 
altar may be bulit the mosaic of 
beauty— the deep blue of peace, the 
clear rose of a world free from 
j war— a mosaic through which the 
I sun may ever freely shine. 

Let us pray as we all did on D- 
I Day. Let us also resolve in our

Washington, July 24 — Morej 
than 7,000 Allied casualties were i 
evacuated by air during the three 
weeks following the invasion of 
France, it was disclosed for the 
first time by Major General David [ 
Si, W. Grant, Air Surgeon, U. S. 
Army Air Forces. 

As added proof of the life-saving 
and morale-building worth of air 
evacuation, General Grant revealed 
in a coast-to-coast broadcast that a 
quarter of a million sick and 
wounded, both American and Allied, 
have been carried out of battle 
areas by American military aircraft 
since Pearl Harbor. This number 
is being added to, all over the world 
at the rate of one thousand patients 
a day, he stated. 

The Allies' employment of a "fly- 
ing jeep" type of airplane for the 
removal of casualties from under 
the muzzle of the enemy's guns, 
he pointed out, added a new chap- 
ter in the story of air evacuation. 
The AAF, according to General 
Grant, started this story early in 
the war with the mass movement 
of the sick and wounded aboard two 
and four-engine transport planes, 
equipped with removable litter sup- 
ports enabling them to carry up to 
24 patients. 

Actual medical air operations on 
the Normandy beachhead, the Army 
Air Forces general reported, "be- 
gan on 'D-plus-four ', as soon as 
the engineers had built a runway 
on which the C-47's could land." 

"A total of several hundred flight 
surgeons, flight nurses and enlisted 
technicians," Gen. Grant said, "are

The 30-day "probationary" ra- 
tion, it was pointed out, is provided 
to enable motorists to form a ear- 
sharing pool in their neighbood if 
none presently exists. 

Greater car-pool participation, 
Dr. Bright said is necessary to con- 
serve the dwindling supply of us- 
able automobiles. Cars are being 
scrapped at the rate of 4,000 a day 



and the result is further demand* 
on the already overburdened public 
transporation systems. Greater 
sharing of ears is the only answer, 
he asserted. 

That the situatoin is serious and 
requiring imperative action was 
evident in that only 23,000,000 
cars remain usable in the natios 
and it is estimated a serious trans- 
portation breakdown will result 
when the number depreciates to 20,- 
000,000.
